From this, it is to be inferred that as long

 Faite of the Franc 


Across the Channel another leading banker 
has reviewed the financial situation. M. 
Tannery, the Governor 
France, told at the annual meeting how the 
export of capital from France last year had 
cost the Bank the less of over £215,300,000 
in gold. It was impossible to account for 
this transfer of money merely by the liquida- 
tion of foreign holdings in Paris. The 
French people themselves had in part to be 
held responsible and “in reality.” M. 
Tannery said, '“ more than ever the fate of 
the franc is in the hands of the French.” 
With that view most people on this side 
of the Channel will agree (writes The 
Observer), The Governor of the Bank of 
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France does not doubt Gfeat  Britain’s 
readiness to return to gold, but deprecated 
the view held here that for the moment 
general currency stabilisation is beyond 
ractical realisation. It might be asked, 
owever, if it is possible for Britain to place 
more confidence in the stability of the franc 
than the French do themselves? Faced with 
a Budget which it seems impossible to 
balance economically, the French people last 
year, according to M. Tannery's own admis- 
sion, drew the equivalent. of over £26,000,000 
im gold from the Bank of France for 
hoarding. 


More Rand Reserves

Paul Robeson, the negro actor-vocalist, 
was the principal figure at the International 
Celebrity Concert in the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin, last Saturday afternoon, and the big 
audience in all parts of the house was tr “ute 
to his popularity. The place which he has 

won for himself is 

well deserved. Not 
only is he the pos- 
sessor of a bass voice 
of exceedingly beauti- 
ful quality, but he is 
one of those rare 
singers whose vocali- 
sation is beyond re 
proach, 


He has the 
easy, perfect style of 
the true interpreter 
of songs, and paints 
his pictures in a 
natural, . unaffected 
manner. Of course, 
it is in the realm of 
the negro spiritual 
that he has won a 
niche all to himself, and the only disappoint- 
ing feature of his recital on Saturday was 
that with the exception of a couple of Russian 
songs and one from his film, ‘‘ Sanders of the 
River,” he confined himself to “ spirituals.”’ 
There were many old favourite songs, such 
as “‘“Swing low, sweet Chariot,” “ Didn't it 
rain?” and “OP Man well as 
others not so familiar, but they were all sung 
with real understanding of their. character, 
and with that touch of almost childish 
simplicity, so typical of the negro race.

MANDERS AGAIN DOES 
WELL 


~The annual night trial of the Dublin Uni- 
versity Club was held on Saturday. The 
premier award was won by Mr. J. Henry, 
driving an Adler car. In many respects 
the night Trial differs from other events, 
the chief being that, while the route is speci- 
fied, the drivers are free to get trom one 
checking station to another either from their 
own knowledge of the country or by the use 
of maps.

Apples are Appetising 


Considerable publicity has been given 
recently to the question of fruit growing 
in Ireland, but while great importance has 
been attached to the large market open to 
apple growers in particular, nobody seems 
to have paid much attention to the matter 
from the consumer’s point of view. A 
friend of mine who has made a study of 
dietetics tells me that apples, far from 
being a luxury, are a very valuable food 
in themselves. ‘‘An apple a day keeps 
the doctor away ” is such an old saying 
that it is treated as a joke now-a-days, but 
my friend declares that not only is it a 
perfectly sound maxim, but ‘‘two apples 
a day will leave the undertaker a long 
time between drinks.” A glass of milk 
with one or two ripe apples will make a 
most satisfying light meal for a sedentary 
worker, and this, says my friend, is a 
particularly delicious combination which 
children will relish. The sipping of small 
quantities of milk between, but not with, 
mouthsiul of well-masticated apple, 
ensures adequate mixture with saliva, so 
necessary for proper digestion. 

My friend tells me that apples are 
particularly rich in phosphorus, potas. 
sium, iron, sodium, silicon and magnesium, 
all of which natural mineral salts are very 
necessary for the human system. The skin 
of an apple is by far its most valuable 
part, yet it is the skin that most people 
peel off and throw away. Unfortunately, 
it is commonly thought that apples should 
always be peeled because the skin may 
bear a deposit of poisonous insecticide, If, 
however, the apple be carefully wiped with 
a damp cloth before eating, and the 
‘dimples ” at either end scooped out, 
there is no danger whatsoever of accidental 
poisoning. As a matter of fact, a long 
period of time elapses between spraying- 
time and apple harvest, and it is most 
unlikely that any insecticide will be left 
on the fruit when it is gathered, |

A HEAVY RAINFALL 


The maximum temperature in air recorded 
at the. Ordnance Survey Office, Dubhn, in 
January, 1936, was 55.4 Sagose the minimum 
being 19 and the mean 38.1 degrees. On 
grass the minimum was 13.3 degrees com- 
pared with 20.4 for January, 1935. The 
minimum on grass was at or below 3 degrees 
on seventeen nights of the month. The 9th 
was the warmest day and the coldest night 
was that of the 13th. 

There was a total of 55.1 hours of sun- 
shine, the longest daily number being 5.7 on 
the 29th. % 

The highest barometer was recorded on the 
14th at 9 hours (G.M.T.), with the wind N., 
and the lowest on the 9th at 21 hours 
(G.M.T.), with the wind 8.E. 

The total rainfall was 5.33 inches compared 
with 1.02 inches in January, 1935. The 
greatest fall in 24 hours was 0.71 of an inch 
on the 5th. On 22 days of the month there 
were falls of rain or snow.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—A practical man must always make 
allowances for the abstract thought of the 
idealist, and consider that there may be 1+ 
great deal of solid matter at the bottom of 
us usually loose thinking—but nothing 
like the truth, or even a shadow of willing- 
ness to face truth. ‘D.H.C.’s” letter in 
your issue of last Friday is in my mind. 

‘ D.H.C ” respects the late King as a man, 
but he cannot honour him as a sov igo 
acknowledged by the treaty of his cogntry. 
His sense of duty will not even allow “ím to 
see the Church “ pull down a blind ” out of 
respect for a world-wide-acknowledged King. 
I swear | could vie with him in his national 
tendencies, but my practices outlook cannot 
see that they are hampered by Dominion 
status, linked ta the greatest Empire the 
world has ever known—the greatest force for 
peace in a turbulent world of quasi-national 
ambitions. 

Would “‘D.H.C.” have us like one of the 
petty European States, with Germany and 
the U.S.8.R. vieing with each other for our 
‘friendship ’’—a friendship destined to be 
used when they required us as a base to get a 
"smack ” at some other power? Would he 
have us thrown into the cauldron of political 
alliances? We could not, nor would we be 
allowed to, stand alone We know nothing 
of these because the British Empire is at our 
back, To prove her influence for peace, con- 
sider the other Dominions, untroubled by 
petty strife or foreign alliances. Consider the 
steadying influence of the British hand in 
India and Beye amidst party mobs stirred 
up by the U.S.S.R. propagandists. I say 
again, consider it, and ponder upon it. 

To prove my point further, think how Mr. 
de Valera can do exactly what he wills with 
an obedient party machine. He can play 
ducks and drakes: with our economics; he 
can abolish the Senate or change the Con- 
stitution according to his whim; in fact, by 
Act of Parliament, he can declare us 
Hottentots. Yet “D.H.C.” feels that he is 
not free. What does he still require,: and 
yet have real freedom ? 

In a parting mye: I would Má to your 
correspondent, and others who think like him 
to think more dceply and more -rationally, 
end to consider what a force for good we 
Irish could be in the world to-day by our 
example of loyalty to the cause of peace. The 
cause of peace in the world to-day is the 
British Empire.—Yours, etc.,

y$ PEAKING at the Killarney and Fossa

That the unauthorised insertion of pockets 


in patients’ suits was ro in some 
degree for deficiencies disclosed in the 
tailors’ book at Ponxtrane Menta! Hospital 


was stated in the report of the. Local Govern- 
ment auditor of the accounts of the Grange- 
gorman Hospital Committee for 1933-'34 and 
1934-"35 which has been issued. 


The auditor (Proinnsais Mac Bearnaud) 
praises the manner in which the books of 
the institution were kept, and states that the 
finances of the Joint Committee were on a 
sound basis. The auditor disallowed as 
illegal the sum of £49 Qs. ód, veiunded to a 
person who had contributed towards his 
cost of maintenance while a patient in the 
institution for about five years, after which 
he was discharged. The stock of blay calico 
as shown to be on hands according to the 
tailors’ book at Portrane disclosed deficiencies 
when compared with that returned by the 
stocktaker. It was possible that the in- 
discriminate use of the material might have 
caused apparent shortages. It was estab- 
lished during the audit that they were in 
part due to the failure to enter quantities 
used in the unauthorised insertion of pockets 
in patients’ suits. The stock book of the 
attendants’ mess, Portrane, was kept some- 
what carelessly. The half-yearly compara- 
tive returns of breakages of delph furnished 
by the house steward in many instances were 
inaccurate and misleading. 


The contributions obtained from private 
sources for paying patients amounted to 
£16,156 68. /d. in 1934-35 and £15,700 
6s, 6d. in 1933-’34. The expenditure on the 
revenue account for the periods auditedl was 
£199,200 2s. Od. in 1933-34, and £194,054 
l6s, 2d. in 1934-35. Excluding moneys from 
the contributory bodies, the receipts were 
£29,559 Os. 10d., and £28,033 6s. 6d. for the 
corresponding years, thus leaving a net ex- 
penditure of £169.641 1s. 11d. in 1933-34 and 
£166,021 Gs. 8d. in 1934-35. The gross cost 
of maintenance j er head increased from £52 
6s. 6d in 1955-34 to £55 18s. Bd. in 1934-35;

The Irish Paradox 


Everything that Mr. Cosgrave said on 
Saturday night at Dun Laoghaire, we do 
not doubt, has been said before, but it 
does not lose its significance for that 
reason. Taken separately, his charges 
against the Fianna Fáil Government are 
merely the usual charges of incompetence. 
Taken all together, they reveal one of the 
most ‘curious anomalies in the history of 
this country—the story of a nation which 
has tried to combine the advantages of a 
Dominion with the aloofness of a republic, 
and has succeeded in neither aim. Let us 
consider for a moment the ends which 
Mr. de Valera has been pursuing since he 
came into power. He is in the fourth 
year of a conflict with a country which 
is not only our nearest neighbour, but our 
best customer, and, mainly as a result of 
that conflict, he has been forced to increase 
taxation in the Irish Free State. When 
the British Government began to impose 
penal tariffs on Irish cattle he developed 
the idea of a self-contained economy 
which would be able to do without an 
export market, and would make the Irish 
Free State free from Great Britain in 
every sense of the word. Irish industries 
would take the place of the lost cattle 
trade, and in the beginning it was only 
to be expected that the public might be 
asked to pay a little more for their 
products. It would not be a useless 
sacrifice, however, for complete economie¢ 
independence might be expected to follow. 
In the political field also there would be 
a steady and cautious advance. One by 
one the shackles which bound the Free 
State to the Crown would be broken. First 
of all would go the Oath to the King, 
then—to all intents and purposes—the 
Governor-General ; after that the elements 
of reaction symbolised by the university 
representatives and the Senate. It would 
be a long and difficult struggle, no doubt. 
but in the end it would have its reward. 
Gradually, almost imperceptibly, the Free 
State would evolve from serfdom intu: 
liberty. Independent of the Crown, inde- 
pendent of the need for imports and 
exports, it could press forward at last to 
that republic which was to be its final 
goal. 

So, we imagine, Mr. de _ Valera’s 
thoughts may have run in the first stages 
of his campaign against Great Britain. 
What direction do they take now? Com- 
plete isolation, both political and 
economic, seems to have been his aim at 
first, but his present path will not lead 
him towards it, and is not even intended 
to do so. From the political point of 
view, he already has recognised the need 
for a link between Ireland and Great 
Britain, founded on the mutual interests 
of the two islands—the need, for instance, 
for a common defensive policy, and the 
need for a form of ‘‘ external association ” 
which would make Southern Ireland’s 
position as a republic indistinguishable 
from its present position as a Dominion.

From 
the economic point of view the paradox 
becomes more striking almost every week. 
Mr. Cosgrave pointed out on Saturday 
that the “economic war” brings no 
profit or prestige to this country, and no 
inconvenience to Great Britain. Indeed, 
‘war ” is the least appropriate term for 
the present situation. Realising that 
internal industry could not replace the 
export trade the Government very wisely 
decided to abandon the idea of economic 
isolation, in order to give the Irish 
farmers a chance to survive. In effect, 
the result has been an agreement with: 
Great Britain which’ has opened the 
cattle market once more—and which 
means, incidentally, that British collieries 
have a monopoly of the Free State trade, 
while Irish cattle exporters must continue 
to bear the crippling ‘‘ penal duties.” At 
the moment this country is involved in 
a ‘‘war’’ with Great Britain which 
entails ill-feeling and misunderstanding 
in the political field, disabilities where its 
trade is concerned, and higher taxation 
within its borders. When it began, Mr. 
de Valera might have argued that it was 
being waged for a definite purpose, and 
that casualties could not be avoided. Is 
it not fair to say, however, that the 
casualties continue to mount, although

The Post Office Pen 


In an age when mechanical contrivances 
are rapidly ousting the pen in the art of 
legible transcription, it is gratifying to 
learn that the General Post Office in 
Britain has decided on a policy of 
new and better nibs for the use 
of its customers. Some months ago 
the department that ensures’ the 
safe delivery of even the most ‘‘in- 
sufficiently stamped ’’ envelopes. decided, 
apparently, that the stigma attaching to 
the “ post office pen ’’ must be lived down. 
Accordingly, some 10,000 de luxe pens of 
an approved model, beautifully shaped, 
coloured in the most vivid scarlet, and 
emblazoned in letters of near-gold, were 
issued to selected post offices up and down 
the length of the sister isle. A special 
feature of these literary implements was a 
stainless steel nib, remarkable for its 
gliding performance as much as for its 
reluctance to collect foreign materials, 
such as dust, hairs and occasional pieces 
of orange peel. Similar nibs had been 
tried out in 1929, but they were then so 
popular that, after thousands of them had 
disappeared, they had to be withdrawn. |

“ Our most important find was two 
finely polished stone axes which will cut 
paper cleanly, and which we found in the 
door of the tomb.

This matter is 
the subject of discussions between the 
Home Office and Scotland Yard, and the 
fullest reports have been called for and 
will be considered with a view fo a re- 
organisation of the system of controlling 
crowds on great State occasions in the 
future. The disorganisation appears to 
have been caused by too many people being 
allowed to gather at certain places on the 
route, and a more extensive use of wooden 
barriers is suggested for events where large 
crowds are likely to assemble. Side streets 
opening on the line of route may also be 
closed completely, as it was due to the use 
of these thoroughfares that there was 


great pressure at different places. 


The Education Bill 


A bill likely to give rise to much opposi- 
tion and acrimonious discussion is the 
Education Bill, which was read a first time 
before Christmas, and is to be put down 
for second reading at an early date. The 
Government means to raise the school- 


there will be a need for more teachers and 
schools, so the reforms cannot come into 
operation before 1939, Labour will strongly 
oppose a proviso that local authorities may 
exempt children of between fourteen and 
fifteen from school attendance if “ bene- 
ficial employment ” is available, and will 
hold that exemptions would be so 
numerous that they would defeat the 
purpose of the bill. The Government, I 
understand, will stand firm on this point, 
as it is considered most desirable that a 
broad view should be taken of any child’s 
future and opportunities. The Roman 
Catholics will also oppose the bill unless 
they receive a promise that they shall not 
be called upon to build a number of new 
schools at their own expense. Even if the 
Government agree to this, they will still 
feel nervous regarding increased control by 
the Board of Education. ' 


Next Week's Business 


The business to be taken during the 
week will include the Cotton Industry 
Bill, the second reading of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance (Agriculture) Bill, and 
the Orders in Council for the constitu- 
tion of Stnd and Orissa as separate 
provinces under the Government of India 
Act. On Thursday the Deputy Speaker 
will preside over the most interesting par- 
liamentary ballot of the session, as seve- 
ral hundred private members are expected 
to hand in their names as participants, 
and the winners will have time allotted 
for the introduction of measures. About 
290 members will take chances in the 
ballot on the understanding that whoever 
among them draws the best place will 
take over a bill to extend and standardise 
licensing hours throughout the country. 


Defence Problems 


The Government means to lose no time 
in dealing with national defence problems, 
and a complete scheme may be revealed 
to the House of Commons before many 
weeks have passed—possibly in the shape 
of a printed memorandum setting forth 
the situation as regards the Navy, the 
Army and the Air Force. The matter 
has been given consistent and detailed 
examination by the Defence Committee of 
the Cabinet, and is still under examina- 
tion. It would cause little surprise 
should the Government recommend a 
speedy strengthening of the Air ‘Force, in 
addition to what has been already done, 
as it is recognised that protection in the 
air is the most vital necessity. 


The House of Lords 


_ In the House of Lords there will be two 
interesting discussions during the week, 
Lord Sankey. the late Lord Chancellor, 
will raise a debate on the recent State 
trial, and will move that the system has 
outlived its usefulness. On this point 
the question of altering or abolishing the 
present procedure has been under review 
by the Lord Chancellor and “the law 
officers of the Crown, and it is understood 
that they are agreed that modification is 


desirable. Lord Phillimore, on Wednes- 


day, will ask the Government what steps 
it is taking to bring about a _ peaceful 


settlement in the Italo-Abyssinian war. 


This is a question which the Government 


cannot answer very fully, though it is 


probable that the onus of non-settlement 
will be thrown on Italy. It is apparent 
that the Government Aw becoming increas- 
ingly careful regarding this war. and will 
hesitate to take any steps likely to commit 
if to any definite course. This: wisdom 
may be manifest “before long. 


Ermine 


Coronation there has been some specula- 
tion with regard to the date, and some time 
in June, 1937,, seems to have been 
generally fixed upon. Speculation of 
another kind, however, has been aroused 
in other parts of the world. In the United 
States and in Canada the price of ermine 
has shown a rapid increase in the past 
few days, and already fur trappers and 
traders are making plans to increase their 
catch of the North-Western weasel, which 
provides the bulk of the traditional trim- 
ming of royal robes. The number of pelts 
required for an ermine cloak is from 100 
to 150, and only small supplies are at 
present available. Most of the peers likely 
to be present at the Coronation already 
possess robes, however, as do the members 
of the Royal Family; so that there is not 
peely to be a very large demand for the 
pelts.

FURTHER £700,000 TO BE 
MADE AVAILABLE

Under the new Housing (Financial and 
Miscellaneous Provisions) (Amendment) 
Bill an additional sum of £700,000 is to 
be made available for housing in the Free 
State. This is the third housing bill 
introduced by the present Government, the 
first being in 1932. This: bill was amended 
in 1934, and now again in 1936. In the 
first Act the amount available was limited 
to £700,000, the 1934 Act increased it to 
£1,400,000, and the new bill proposes to 
raise the amount to £2,100,000. 

The new bill makes certain changes in 
regard to the remission of rates and the 
valuation of reconstructed houses as pro- 
vided in the 1932 Act. 

It is now proposed that on and after 1st 
March, 1936, where a grant is made in 
respect of the reconstruction of a house, 
the valuation of the hereditament or tene- 
ment consisting of or including such house. 
shall not, on any valuation or revision of 
the valuation thereof coming into force 
within seven years after the completion of 
such reconstruction, be increased on 
account of any increase in the value of 
such hereditament or tenement arising 
from such reconstruction. 

The new bill was introduced in the Dail 
on December 11 last, and its text has now 
been circulated to deputies.

As regards: the very young children 
being enrolled for the first time there was 
an increase of about 20 per cent. over last 
year, to the detriment of the Catholic and 
other denominational schools. 

This result has come at the end of in- 
tensive campaigning by the Nazis, who 
have held about eighty mass meetings in 
beer-halls and elsewhere. 

Catholics were not able to hold meetings, 
although to-day a manifesto was read from 
all Catholic pulpits.

NORMOUS crowds gathered in solemn 
silence in the streets of Athens this 
afternoon for the State funeral of General 
Condvlis, former unofficial dictator and 
so-called ‘‘ king-maker’’ of Greece, who 
died with tragic suddenness on Friday. 

Among the many beautiful wreaths 
which had been sent were two from the 
King, whom he had so largely assisted to 
bring back to power, and from his former 
rival, M..Tsaldaris. 

The funeral ceremony was performed by 
the Archbishop of Athens, and was 
attended by all the most important mili- 
tary and political leaders in Athens, and 
by the members of the Diplomatic Corps. 

After the Service at the cathedral, the 
coffin was placed on a gun carriage and 
covered by the Greék national flag. An 
imposing procession, consisting of military 
cadets and detachments of. infantry, 
cavalry and artillery, was formed. At the 
head of the procession walked four 
generals, two on each side of the gun 
carriage, followed by the relatives of the 
deceased, the Aide-de-Camp of the King, 
the Cabinet Ministers, the Mayor and 
Municipal Council of Athens and of 
General Condylis’s home town of Tricala, 
in Thessaly, and a large number of 
infantry, naval and air officers. 

After the official ceremony the remains. 
were taken to Tricala for burial in the 
grave of the Condylis family.

In the 
first place, Mr. FEden’s first. speech as 
Foreign Secretary showed that the 
Government have returned unequivoc- 
ally to the foreign policy pursued 
with general approval up to the eve of 
the Hoare-Laval proposals. That policy 
was admirably defined by Sir Samuel 
Hoare himself in his declaration last 
September at Geneva, that “the League 
stands and my country stands, with steady 
and collective resistance, to all forms of 
aggression,’ both present and future. In 
the second place, it is clear that the 
tremors have not extended beyond political 
circles. There is every indication that 
industrial recovery continues unabated. 
and that confidence in the future is main- 
taining its remarkable powers of resist- 
ance to the unsettling effects of the Italo- 
Abyssinian dispute. The elasticity of the 
home market, indeed, surpasses all ex- 
pectations. The money value of retail 
sales during December, 1935, was 9.1 per 
cent. more than in December, 1934. 
Though exports have declined “by 
£231,000,000 since 1930, the total volume 
of production has been restored to a level 
considerably higher than in that vear. 
Trade with the Empire and with other 
countries co-operating in new commercial 
agreements is still slowly making yood 
the gap caused in our oversea trade by 
the general decline of international com- 
merce. The Chairman of the 
minster Bank last Wednesday estimated 
that the favourable balance on oversea 
trading account for 1935 would be be- 
tween £20,000,000 and £30,000,000. In 
short, the existing power of industrial 
confidence and the recovery in political 
confidence are both great. 
warrant a turn in public interest towards, 
those matters contained in the Govern- 
ment’s manifesto, which have been thrust 
into the background by the recent promi- 
nence of foreign affairs. The programme 
of the manifesto is being rapidly ad- 
vanced, and its fulfilment cannot fail to 
reinforce or to restore industrial expan- 
sion and political stability.

Though it is not generally remembered, this 
Students’ Council has been placed in com- 
plete control of all dances held by student 
societies and clubs. ‘These’ dances, which are 
an important feature of our social iife, ate 
held every Friday evening in the Auia 
Maxima, St. Stephen’s Green. The use of 
this hall is granted to the particular club or 
society, on Tirect application to the Council. 
A ballot is then tak 


en, as there are only a 
limited number of .evenings available, and 
the applications are only too numerous. ( er- 
tain ‘‘ closed dates,” however, are reserved 
by the Council for its own use, one of the 
most important of these being St. Patrick's 
night, sn duid an important function is held in 
the Council Chamber, University College. For 
a number oí years it, has been a source of 
considerable irritation and annoyance to 
decide whether on this date a dance or 
ceilidhe should be held. 

This year the same difficulty arose, those 

in favour of a dance taking the view that it 
would be more popular with the ordinary 
College undergraduates—taking as an example 
the fact that, out of twelve such functions 
held during the year, four were only selected 
by clubs and societies to be ceilidhes. They 
hold that such would not be the case if the 
societies concerned felt that, looking at the 
question from its purely monetary aspect, 
more would attend if a ceilidhe were sub- 
stituted. They also believe that the pro- 
tagonists of the ceilidhe were irrational in 
the view that such native dances were 
essential to a true national culture, and that, 
in a word, they could not see the wood for 
the trees. 
On the other hand, those in favour of 
the ceilidhes held that we were still far behind 
in our efforts to resuscitate’ a national cul- 
ture, and that especially on such a date 
as this it would be very bad form, indeed, 
for the principal College of the National 
Uhiversity not. to act, at least, as a headline 
to those less enlightened. 

This year Mr. T. Donelly, auditor of the 

Classical Society and secretary to the Council, 
proposed the motion that a dance be sub- 
stituted for a ceilidhe. It was, however, 
defeated by a large majority. 
This. Council has been elected under new 
electoral laws formulated and accepted last 
year, which limit its size to about twenty-five 
members instead of the former fifty. ow- 
ever, these laws have not given entire satis- 
faction, though generally agreed to be vastly 
superior to the ‘haphazard arrangement 
formerly being used, and so a sub-committee 
has been set up, consisting of the President, 
Mr. Kent; the Vice-President, Mr. Doran, 
Mr. T. O'Faolain. Mr. Sean Morrissey and 
Mr. P. Doyle,.to inquire into the alleged dis- 
abilities, and, if necessary, to suggest amend- 
ments. -
